REMARKS 

Introduction 

Claims 1, 2, 6-8, 13, 14, 15, 19, 20, 22 and 26 have been amended. Claims 3-5, 16-18 
and 27-29 have been canceled. No new matter is being presented. Upon entry of the foregoing 
amendment, claims 1, 2, 6-15, 19-26 and 30 are pending in the application. In view of the 
following remarks, reconsideration and allowance of all the pending claims are requested. 

Rejection under 35 USC §103 

Claims 1, 13, 14 and 26 were been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as allegedly being 
unpatentable over U.S. Publication No. 2002/0021649 to Yoo et al. in view of alleged Applicants' 
Admitted Prior Art (AAPA). Applicants respectfully request the Examiner to reconsider the 
rejection in light of the claim amendments presented above. 

More specifically, Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 5-12, 18-25 and 
29-30 include allowable subject matter. Accordingly, independent claim 1 has been amended to 
include the allowable subject matter of claim 5, independent claim 13 has been amended to 
include the allowable subject matter of claim 18, and independent claim 26 has been amended to 
include the allowable subject matter of claim 29. Therefore, claims 1, 2, 6-15, 19-26 and 30 are in 
condition for allowance. Notice to that effect is respectfully requested.
